The following has boon issued by 
the Canadian branch of the St. John 
Ambulance Association: 

1-—When the body is recovered 
from the water do not attempt to 
loosen or remove clpthing, but imme¬ 
diately proceed to perform Pro¬ 
fessor Schafer’s method of artificial 
respiration. 

1.—-Lay the patient in a prone posi¬ 
tion i.e., back upwards) with head' 
turned to one side, so as to keep his 
nose and mouth away from the 
ground. No pad is to be placed under 
the patient, nor need the tongue be 
drawn out, as it will fall naturally. 

3. —Kneel at one side facing the 
patient’s head, and place the palms of 
your hands on his lowest ribs, one at 
each side, the thumbs nearly touch¬ 
ing one another in the small of the 
back. Lean your body forward, 
slowly apply firm but violent pressure 
straight downwards upon the back and 
lower part of the chest, thus driving 
air out and producing expiration. 

Draw back your body somewhat 
more raipidly aim relax the pressure, 
but do not remove your hands; this 
produces inspiration. 

4. —Alternate these movements by 
a rhythmic swaying backwards and 
forwards of your body, twelve to fif¬ 
teen times a minute, persevering until 
respiration is restored, or a doctor 
pronounces life to be extinct. 

&.—Induce circulation and warmth 
after natural breathing has been re¬ 
stored. Wrap the patient in dry blan¬ 
kets or other covering and rub the 
limbs energetically towards the 
heart. Promote warmth b/ hot flan¬ 
nels, hot-water bottles, or hot' bricks 
(wrapped in flannel) applied to the 
feet, to the limbs and body. When the 
power of swallowing has returned 
give hot tea or coffee, or meat extract. 
The patient should be kept in bed and 
encouraged to go to sleep. Large 
poultices or fomentations applied to | 
the front and back of the chest will 
serve to assist breathing. 

6.—Watch the patient carefully for 
some time to see that the breathing 
does not fail; should any signs of fail¬ 
ure appear, at once begin artificial 
respiration.

Prominent Medical Man Speaks at 
Calgary on History of Diabetes 
Cure 


Panama canal - tolls 
amounted to $1,878,987. 


About $2,300,000 is to be spent on 
the construction of roads and bridges 
in the province of British Columbia 
this year. 

The Customs and Excise revenue 
for April amounted to $20,500,000, 
an increase of $5,000,000 over the 
receipts of April of last year. 


The annual gathering of the mem¬ 
bers of the Alberta Women’s Insti¬ 
tutes has been in session at the Uni¬ 
versity, Edmonton, this week. An 
idea of the scope of the work was 
gleaned from the report of Miss Jessie 
McMillan, superintendent. In 1922 
the total attendance at all short 
courses arranged through this medium 
was 5801, and the total attendance at 
short couhjes and lectures and demon¬ 
strations 15,590. 325 places were 
visited and 696 meetings held. Two 
short courses on foods and cookery 
and twelve demonstration lectures 
were given. The sewing short courses 
numbered 26, and the demonstration 
lectures 392. One handicraft course 
and six demonstration lectures on 
handicrafts were given. 

The dumber of women’s institutes 
jvhich have applied for the grant is 
231, and on their application forms 
they-give their financial returns as 
$66,332.87. According to the propor¬ 
tional subscription for the 231 insti¬ 
tutes it is estimated that the 282 ins¬ 
titutes would have represented $80,- 
977.80. 

1922 was a rather trying year on a 
number of the institutes, but in spite 
of this the general condition shown is 
very satisfactory. 

On Tuesday evening Hon. Geo. 
Hoadley, minister of agriculture, ad¬ 
dressed the Institute meeting. He 
pointed out how the W. J. could be a 
tremendous power for good by work¬ 
ing through the medium of good 
homes and also through their organ¬ 
ization. He urged the institutes to 
consider the question of becoming 
self-supporting and doing without the 
government grants. He reviewed 
several phases of the problems and 
work of the government and pointed 
out where the W. I. could be of assis¬ 
tance in endeavoring to build up the 
country in the highest sense, and in 
building up a mouseful and content¬ 
ed citizenship in Alberta. 

Mrs. J. N. Beaubier, of Champion, 
was re-elected president, and Mrs. A. 
H. Rogers, of Fort Saskatchewan, 
was re-elected secretary. 


Emigrants-numbering 15,000 left 
Scotland foi^Canada during the firat 
four months of the year, according 
to consular estimates in Glasgow. 

Canadian flour has at last been 
placed on the Panama market. Ons 
boat has just loaded the first con¬ 
signment of any size, 1,000 barrels 
being taken. 

Seventy-five per cent, of the cop¬ 
per produced in Canada in 1922 was 
the output of British Columbia 
mines. The Canadian production for 
the year was 43,321,40 J pounds, of 
which British Columbia accounted 
for 32,432,521 pounds. 

The famous Chateau Fron tenac 
husky dog team, remembered by 
visitors during last winter’s sports 
season, is being perprtuated. One 
of the dogs has just given birth to 
three pups, and if the youngsters 
turn out to be like their parents the 
Chateau Frontenac team is likely to 
continue winning dog derbys. 

Fishing licenses in the Maritime 
Provinces have been, reduced. The 
special fishery regulations for Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island have been amended 
to provide that in many instances 
where the license has been more 
than a dollar \r \H11 now be on# 
dollar.

Experiments were made with the 
pancreas glands of dogs on other dogs 
which caused the diabetes to disap¬ 
pear.

SAVED OUR FORESTS 


Through the prompt action of one 
of the pilots from High River Air 
Station, Alberta, a large tract of val¬ 
uable forest in the Bow River Re¬ 
serve was saved from inevitable de¬ 
struction late in October, 1922. The 
weather had been exceptionally dry 
for fome weeks, and the pilot while 
flying over the Bow River Valley on 
the 25th October noticed a small fire 
burning on the western edge of a 
large block of valuable timber. Real¬ 
izing the danger he landed near the 
Indian Reserve at Morley to ensure 
that measures were taken to cope with 
it before it assumed large dimensions. 
■With the help of the ranger and the 
Indian Agent a party of men were 
despatched immediately to the scene 
of the outbreak and further help was 
sent in next day with the result that 
the fire was subdued before night. 

Next day the strongest gale exper¬ 
ienced during the season sprang up 
from the west and had the fire not 
been mastered it is certain that a very 
large tract of forest country would 
have been utterly destroyed. 

In the opinion of the District For¬ 
estry Officer, the value of the timber 
saved by this prompt action more 
than justified the expenditure neces¬ 
sary to maintain the Air Station dur¬ 
ing the whole season. 

Property losses in Northern Ontario 
timber limits are heavy owing to ex¬ 
tensive forest fires. Several small 
fires along the railway have started 
and will threaten the towns unless 
rain comes immediately. Telegraph 
communications with the west are 
cut. Later reports bring news of 
heavy rains.

The Canadian Co-operative Wool 
Growers, Ltd., which has a large mem¬ 
bership among Alberta sheepmen, ad¬ 
vise from Toronto that a special 
freight rate on carloads of wool from 
Western Canada has been secured. 
This special commodity rate from Cal- 
■ gary, Edmonton, and Lacombe to 
WestoA, Ont., is $1.81, and from Leth¬ 
bridge $1.72. This is about 20 cents 
’under the regular 6th class rate. 

All grades of anthracite coal have 
been advanced at Toronto to $16.50 
a ton, an increase of 50 cents due to 
an increase of 20 cents at the mines 
and a 2% per cent, exchange rate 
which was not in effect when pur¬ 
chases were made by local dealers 
last' fall. Bituminous coal of all 
grades was reduced two dollars a 
ton. 

Canadian air pilots flew 294,449 
miles carrying 9,153 passengers and 
77,850 pounds of freight in 1922, ac¬ 
cording to a report of the Canadian 
Air Board. Saskatchewan pilots led 
in the Dominion, carrying 3,622 pas¬ 
sengers. Manitoba pilots carried 1,622 ( 
people, and British Columbia pilots 
1 , 122 . 

There is solaoe for clergymen who 
see empty pews .in their churches in 
the statement made by George Eliot 
that many churches are too large now 
because they were built at the time 
when women wore hoop skirts. It is 
estimated .that six hipless women can 
sit in a pew formerly filled by three 
of their grandmothers in crinolines.

Charles M. Paris at Drumheller on 
May 2, returned to the courtroom at 
9:43 on Friday night and gave Mr. 
Justice Walsh their verdict of “Not 
Guilty.” 

The announcement of the verdict by 
Robert Corrigan was greeted by a 
burst of applause from the crowd that 
packed into every corner of the stuf¬ 
fy court room. The sheriff immediate¬ 
ly called for order, and Trider, a lit¬ 
tle pale after the suspense of the day, 
stood up while the Judge acquitted 
him. 

“This is a lesson that I hope will 
serve you for thq rest of your life,” 
said Mr. Justice Walsh, "and I hope 
that nothing will blot from your mind 
the memory of Constable Paris who 
died in doing what he thought was his 
duty.” 

The case has lasted for five days, 
commencing on Monday morning and 
attracted an unusual amount of inter- 
ilberta.
